ILONG’S BILL. ABOLISH.’ 
ING TAX ADJUSTERS 
IS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Whitehurst is survived! 
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Montgomery, Jan. 26.—The 
Long bill abolishing the county 
tax adjusters, and creating a 
state tax commission of — five 
members to hold office at the 
governor's pleasure passed the 
house Thursday by a vote of 
93 to zero. No voice was rais- 
od in defense of the tax adjust- 
ers, beyound one statement by 
Representative Walton who 
voiced the sentiment that ‘the 
same soldier in a different titel 
form will be found neccessary 
to the finances of Alabama in 
the future. Mr. Walton voted 
for the bill, as did everyone 
else. 

Two features of the bill pro- 
voked debate, one being ~the 
provision giving the governor 
the authority to ‘fire’ the 
members of the new state tax 
commission whenever he sees 
fit. The original bill provided 
that the members of the com- 
mission shall hold office for 4 
vears, but J. Lee Long of But- 
ler offered a substitute giving 
the governor the power to get 
rid of any.member when he 
wants to. This was adopted, 
an amendment by Representa- 
tive Williams to provide that 
the members of the commission 
shall have a fixed term of of- 
fice being debated. 

The only other question at 
issue was that of getting rid of 
the tax adjuster sooner than 
provided for in the bill, which 
fixes the date of his official de- 
cease at September 30, with 
the governor having the privi- 
lege ef discharging any tax ad- 
juster sooner. Representatives 
thristing for the official lives 
of the tax adjusters right now 
made a fight on this proposi- 
tion, and Representative Elliott 
offered an amendment to make 
their office expire at once, 
while another amendment by 
Mr. St. John provided that the 


office of tax adjuster shall 
cease to exist July 30, 2 months 
sooner than in the bill. Both 


amendments were tabled on 
motion of J. Lee Long, who 
was placed in the unique posi- 
tion of fighting to extend the 
tenure of office of the tax ad- 
juster beyound what some re- 
presentatives depired. Mr. 
Long stated that no one want- 
ed to get rid of the tax adjust- 
ev earlier than he, but that the 
governor had requested that 
the time limit be fixed at Sep- 
tember 80, so as not to disar- 
range the financial machinery 
of the state. It was stated 
that in the larger counties of 
the state some time must 
elapse before the tax adjuster 
can be dispensed with and that 
the adjusters in many of the 
smaller counties can expect to 
be discharged earlier than pro- 
vided for in the bill.

Dr. George H. Denny, presi- 
dent of the university, issued 
the following statement con- 
cerning the youth’s death: 

“The university is overwhel- 
med in view of the death of 
Glenn Kersh, a Tuscaloosa boy 
and.one of the finest students 
and finest characters in our 
student body. Along with 16 
other boys he was initiated in- 
to the Sigma Nu fraternity last 
night. There was no physical 
injury inflicted in the initiation 
ceremonies, according to the 
unanimous testimony of those 
present. No appliance, — elec- 
trical or otherwise, is ever used 
in initiations at the University. 
The ceremony was conducted 
in the usual manner in all col- 
leges. That no physical injury 
was inflicted is further attest- 
ed by the fact that none of the 
other initiates, all of whom 
passed through precisely the 
same initiation showed any ill 
effects whatever. 

“The verdict of the coroner, 

Dr. 8. T. Hardin, after a full 
investigation of the facts and 
supported by the three attend- 
ing physicians, makes clear the 

fact that death resulted solely 
from ‘heart failure due to psy- 
chic shock induced by the ex- 
citement of the initiation.’ 

“T have never seen a more 
grief stricken group of boys 
than the members of the fra- 
ternity. Glenn Kersh was par- 
ticular. favorite with them. 
Indeed no boy in this communi- 
ty stood higher or was more 
generally beloved and respect- 
ed. . Personally, I feel the mat-|’ 
ter deeply, as Glenn was an in- 
timate friend of my own son.” 

The father of the boy declar- 
ed that while he was _heart- 
broken over the death of hisia 
son he had no hard feeling to- 
ward the Sigma Nu fraternity.
